I have closed a deal on a place here in 
a nice part of town. The layout is as 
follows: 

An eleven-room house, two screened- 
in back porches, large front porch, three 
garages, nice lawn, and trees around the 
place. The downstairs consists of five 
rooms and a bath (besides the porches) 
and is well furnished with a nice living 
room suite, heater, occasional table and 
a rug in the front room; a nice $150 
dining room suite and a large fireplace 
in the dining room; a breakfast set, elec- 
tric ice box, nice gas range, an automatic 
gas water heater, pantry, etc., in the 
kitchen; a nice bedroom suite in the 
front bedroom; bed, dresser, and heater 
in the back bedroom; and, of course, 
bathroom fixtures.

“Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews?” Matt. 2:2. 


HIS question was propounded by the 

eastern Magi who had followed the 
mysterious star in search of the little 
Babe whom they knew to be destined to 
rule the world. 

The Magi were an ancient pastoral 
people greatly occupied with religion 
and the science of astronomy. They be- 
lieved in God and believed that He some- 


times wrote His will in the starry heav-. 


ens. They anticipated a time according 
to their reading of the constellations 
when a king would be born who would 
be a Savior and Deliverer, and who 
would finally bring into existence a 
kingdom of everlasting righteousness 
upon the earth. 

Before Abraham’s time there were 
men like Job, Melchisedec, Jethro and 
Balaam, before his fall, who were es- 
pecially honored of God and endowed 
with divine wisdom. So at the time of 
Christ’s birth there were some noble 
souls among the Magi who believed in 
God’s primeval promise to send a world 
Redeemer and continued to observe the 
heavens, waiting for His star. 

Not only is God’s will revealed in the 
Written Word. Of old it was written, 
“The heavens declare the glory of God.” 
Wise men were able to read it, and so 
unmistakeable was the message of the 
stars that it led the wise men at the 
exact date to the birthplace of the King. 
There they worshipped Him as King. 
He was born a King, died a King, lives 
a King and will return a King. 

I. It was prophesied that He would 
be a King. His coming had been fore- 
told by Micah, over seven hundred years 
before His birth. “But thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little among 
the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee 
shall he come forth unto me that is to 
be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlast- 
ing,” Micah 5:2. Seven hundred forty 
years before His birth, Isaiah described 
Him thus: ‘For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
selor, The mighty God, the everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace. Of the in- 
crease of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of 
David, and upon his kingdom, to order 
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it, and to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth even for 
ever,” Isa. 9:6, 7. 

When Jesus was born in the cattle 
stall and laid in a manger bed, there 
seemed to be nothing particularly king- 
ly about such circumstances. His parents 
were humble, unassuming folk, and al- 
though of the tribe of royal Judah, the 
innkeepers were unimpressed by their 
presence in Bethlehem. That was the 
world’s attitude toward the birth of its 
greatest King. But while this world was 
too preoccupied to be concerned about 
so insignificant a birth, the heavenly 
world sent an angel convoy of honor, 
which appeared to near-by shepherds, say- 
ing, “Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men.” 
The angel of the Lord appeared to them 
and announced the good news saying, 
“Fear not: for, behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall be to 
all people. For unto you is born this day 
in the city of David a Savior which is 
Christ the Lord,” Luke 2:9,10: What 
other birth was ever attended with such 
honor? 

Jesus had legal right to be king. He 
was the heir to the throne of David, the 
Son of Abraham, the Son of David, and 
the Son of God. 

II. His earthly career as king appeared 
to be a failure. 

In spite of His royal birth, His legal 
right to the throne, and the prophecies 
concerning Him, His career as a king 
on earth seems to have been a miserable 
failure. All of His life He was a poor 
man. He described His condition as hav- 
ing no place to lay His head. He had no 
home, and was not a property owner. 
His own people rejected and scorned 
Him. He was never popular with the 
leaders of His time. His greatest popu- 
larity lasted only one day. And when the 
multitude would have made Him king, 
Jesus declined their offer. 

Pontius Pilate was deeply impressed 
with His claims of kingship, but he per- 
mitted the soldiers to clothe Him with 
purple, to crown Him with thorns and 
to bow before Him in scornful derision 
saying, “Hail, King of the Jews!” To 
the Jews Pilate said, “Behold your 
King!” But in resentment they cried 
out, “Away with him, away with him, 
crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The chief 
priests answered, We have no king but 
Caesar.” (John 19:14, 15.) His claim of 
kingship was an insult to them. 

When finally they crucified Him, His 
cross bore the inscription, “Jesus of 
Nazareth, The King of the Jews.” (John 
19:19.) Thus He was officially executed 
as a king. 

If this were the last chapter of the 
story of Jesus, honest men would be 
compelled to conclude that as a king,

Jesus was a colossal failure. 
III. Nevertheless He proved to be a 
King. 

Although rejected and put to death, 
He was resurrected, and Peter said of 
Him, “Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a Savior.” 
(Acts 5:31.) Jesus had acknowledged to 
Pilate that He was a King, but He 
added, “My kingdom is not of this 
world.” (John 18:36.) He is the Sov- 
ereign of the mightiest kingdom of the 
universe—the Kingdom of God, be- 
fore which all other empires and king- 
doms shall eventually crumble—an ever- 
lasting Kingdom destined to supplant all 
others and to fill the whole earth. (Dan. 
7:27.) 

Jesus Christ is today the unrivaled 
Ruler in the hearts of all redeemed men. 
His subjects are of every land, every 
race and color. Unlike the kings and 
mighty men of earth whose names ap- 
pear most often on the pages of human 
history, who ruled the world by force, 
Jesus rules by love. The mighty have 
come and gone, but our God is march- 
ing on! In the Book of Revelation He 
receives worship as ““The King of saints.” 
(Rev. 15:3.) What a glorious King! He 
lives and reigns today. 

IV. Jesus will return to this world 
a King. “In his times he shall shew, who 
is the blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords.” (1 
Tim. 6:15.) At His first advent He was 
not received as a king, and His own re- 
jected Him. Therefore, in the wisdom 
of God it is deemed necessary for Him 
to return to this world to declare His 
identity, and it is written that at that 
time “Every eye shall see him, even they 
which pierced him.” It is further de-

World Council of Religions 
Rabbi Lazaron, of Baltimore, has in- 
troduced a proposed Council of Religions 
of the World, with headquarters in 
Jerusalem. The purpose, according to 
RNS, is to “speak in one mighty voice” 
for the “universal ideals of righteousness 
and brotherhood common to all,” how- 
ever to “scrupulously preserve the in- 
tegrity of each religion while at the same 
time pooling their spiritual and substan- 
tial resources.” Men may and will think 
of practical appliances of religious unity. 
It remains, however, that unless there is 
unity of spirit there can be no lasting 
unity of faith and therefore no practical 
and workable religious unity. 


The Jews’ Graves 


It has hardly been a thing under- 
standable to the Jews that the nations 
among which they have sojourned have 
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become their graves. This, however, is 
quite in harmony with their unfor- 
tunate situation as mentioned in 
Ezekiel 37:13. God knew and therefore 
made record of this fact through His 
prophet. The tremendous slaughter of 
the Jews in so many nations, and espe- 
cially where Hitler has influence, has 
turned their liberties into snares of 
death. God has made promise for such 
an hour, saying, “O my people, I will 
open your graves, and cause you to come 
out of your graves, and bring you into 
the land of Israel,” verse 12. The Zion- 
ist movement has caused many to re- 
turn to Palestine. We may, however, ex- 
pect a great rushing of the Jews to Pal- 
estine after this war is over, where they 
will have their final test under antichrist 
at Armageddon before their final deliv- 
erance and incorporation into a nation 
under their long-awaited King.

Religious Activities in the Army 


We are authoritatively informed that 
General Montgomery asked his men to 
pray before they attacked Rommel at 
El Alamein. After his armies had defeat- 
ed the enemy he is also reported to have 
said, “It was God who gave us the vic- 
tory, now let us thank God for it.” Of 
General Anderson in Tunesia it is also 
authoritatively reported that he said, “Let 
us unashamedly ask God to help us,” fol- 
lowed by an admonition to so live that 
we may expect His help and guidance 
after an earnest effort on their part. A 
most remarkable testimony was given by 
Mr. Eddie Rickenbacker, ‘‘ace” of World 
War I, of how God delivered and pre- 
served him and certain of his party in 
the South Pacific while they were lost at 
sea for twenty-two days.

A Shadow of the Beast 


A report coming out of Stock- 
holm states that “a campaign to set up 
the figure of Adolf Hitler as a substi- 
tute for God and Jesus Christ has ap- 
parently been launched in Germany.” A 
German official has publically described 
Adolf Hitler as a “new and greater and 
mightier Jesus Christ.” “Our God and 
our Popes,” he was quoted as saying, 
“are one in Adolf Hitler.” A German 
newspaper cred'ts the Nazi prophet, 
Alfred Rosenberg, with remarking that 
“by and by a German Churchill will 
abolish the image of the Crucified One.” 
A further comment on the “substitu- 
tion of Hitler for God,” by the German 
minister for church affairs, Hans Kerel, 
was to the extent that, “a new authori- 
ty has arisen on what Christ and Chris- 
tianity really are—that’s Adolf Hitler.” 
He would deceive the very elect if pos- 
sible, but praise God those who know 
God will escape such devilish anti- 
Christian imposition. These insidious and 
blasphemous assumptions have been 
further attested by a broadcast from 
Russia which, quotes Der Deutsche 
Bueroangestellete, a periodical for Ger- 
man office workers, as saying that “God 
has revealed Himself to the German 
nation in the shape of Adolf Hitler.”

(Second Article) 


ESUS carries within Himself the in- 

finite source of all healing. The 
process of spiritual healing is not within 
the sphere of our understanding, but the 
conditions and facts of the healing can 
be stated as in the Bible, and the results 
of healing can be known as positive. The 
Bible presents every shade, every step, 
and every degree of the soul’s disease and 
its marvelous and compound cure, but 
the Bible is a book from God’s heart to 
man’s heart, and can only be unlocked 
by thé key of experience. The Bible 


represents us as having a DOUBLE DIS-- 


EASE, and over against this is presented 
a DOUBLE CURE. In Jer. 2:13 we find 
a statement of the twofold sin of man. 
“My people have committed two evils; 
they have forsaken me the fountain of 
living waters, and hewed them out cis- 
terns, broken cisterns, that can hold no 
water.” There is, first, deadness to the 
divine nature, and, secondly, the out- 
ward acts of disobedience. Man’s sin, 
then, is of two KINDS: that which he 
commits of his own will in acts of dis- 
obedience, and that inner stain which he 
derives by birth and not by his own 
will. The overactions of disobedience to 
God in word or deed constitute guilt, 
and the only remedy is pardon, which re- 
stores the soul to justified innocence. The 
inward weakness of the spirit and its 
proneness to sin constitute its stain and 
native unrighteousness, and the only 
remedy for this is cleansing. We find 
this DOUBLE CURE, which is so per- 
fectly adopted to our DOUBLE DIS- 
EASE, running all through the Bible, 
and in many instances we find the prac- 
tical application of this truth in the ex- 
periences of Bible characters. 

In Gen. 15:6, it is said that Abram 
“believed in the Lord; and he counted it 
to him for righteousness,” and in Gen. 
17:1, fifteen years later, God came to 
Abram again and said, “Walk before 
me, and be thou perfect,” at which time 
his name was changed, and he received 
the sign of circumcision whereby self 
and the flesh were crucified, and he was 
dead to all but the life of God. In the 
life of Jacob we find this DOUBLE 
CURE. Gen. 28. God gives to him the 
ladder dream, and declares that He is 
with him to guide him, but twenty-one 
years later, God meets him and opens to 
him a richer and deeper grace, at 
which time his name was also changed 
by the DIVINE touch which lamed his 
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body. That carnal nature which had 
troubled him for twenty years was now 
put to death, and henceforth he walks 
in cloudless communion with God. 

In the case of the Hebrew nation we 
see this DOUBLE REMEDY. Egypt was 
the type of sinful bondage and guilt; Mt. 
Sinai the type of an adoption in God’s 
family and renewed divine law and wor- 
ship, and Canaan the type of the fulness 
of blessing. There should not have been a 
long interval from the crossing of the 
Red Sea to the crossing of the Jordan. In 
Heb. 11:29, 30, where these two grand 
acts of faith are set forth, no mention 
was made of the forty years’ wanderings, 
for they were abnormal, like all today 
out of Egyptian guilt, but not in Ca- 
naan. You don’t believe in a SECOND 
grace? Well, Paul did. See 2 Cor. 1:15. 
Let’s note God’s cure. 

IN HEALING 

2 Chr. 7:14, “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways: then will 
I hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” Here 
God promises FORGIVENESS, which is 
a complete act of its own; and then He 
promises another subsequent and definite 
act of HEALING. Pardon always applies 
to guilty actions and never to hereditary 
disease, and healing always applies to an 
inborn evil and not to action. They are 
TWO WORKS applying to TWO 
NEEDS. Psa. 103:3, “Who FORGIVETH 
all thine iniquities; who healeth all thy 
diseases.” Here it is forgiveness and heal- 
ing, each a complete act. Forgiveness 
takes “every one” of the guilt acts in its 
sweep, but it does not touch on healing, 
and the act of healing is not gradual, 
but it sweeps away “all diseases” at a 
stroke. Mal. 4:2, “But unto you that 
fear my name shall the Sun of righteous- 
ness arise with healing in his wings.” To 
fear God, in the Bible sense, is to be a 
converted soul, and in this verse there is 
promised a SECOND blessing (fulness 
of healing) to the converted. This SEC- 
OND blessing is for Christians, never for 
sinners. Science tells us that sunlight is 
the most healing agent in nature’s labor- 
atory, but the Holy Ghost knew this be- 
fore man did—‘“Sun of righteousness,” 
“healing in his wings.” Now God's 
DOUBLE CURE ... 

IN SALVATION 


Zech. 13:1, “In that day there shall 
be a fountain opened to the house of 


David and to the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem for SIN AND FOR UNCLEAN- 
NESS.” Are the TWO definite works 
not set forth? First, for the guilt of sin 
which is accumulated by our acting and 
must be pardoned to restore us to inno- 
cency; AND then in addition to this, 
the atonement is to go deeper, and to 
“cleanse” our soul of the inherited un- 
cleanness Adam planted in the heart. 
Acts 26:18, “That they may receive 
FORGIVENESS OF SINS, and inheri- 
tance among them which are SANCTI- 
FIED BY FAITH that is in me.” Can 
an honest and sound mind read this with- 
out seeing TWO definite blessings in it? 
The word “AND” certainly means in 
addition to what precedes it; and we see 
here that the words “‘sanctified by faith” 
are subsequent to and in addition to 
“forgiveness of sins.” 2 Tim. 1:9, “God 
who hath saved us, and called us with an 
HOLY CALLING.” God never calls us 
to holiness until we are saved from guilt 
and wrath. To sinners God says, “Re- 
pent”; to penitents God says, “Believe 
and be saved”; to all believers, God says, 
“Be ye holy.” When Jesus says, “Be ye 
perfect as your Father is perfect,” He 
is talking to God’s children, not Satan’s. 
There is not a text in the entire Bible 
commanding sinners to be holy. They 
must first be saved, or born again; then, 
and not till then, does there come that 
calling to holiness. Titus 2:14, “Who 
gave himself for us, that he might re- 
deem us from all iniquity AND (in ad- 
dition to that) purify unto himself a 
peculiar people.” You know people never 
get peculiar until they get into the last 
half of this verse and find that SEC- 
OND blessing of purity, of holiness, of 
sanctification here so distinctly taught. 
1 John 1:9, “If we confess our sins, he 
is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, AND to cleanse us from all unright- 
eousness.” Here the act of FORGIVE- 
NESS precedes that of CLEANSING. 


LIFE 


When the Bible speaks of eternal life 
it often represents that life as coming 
to us in a DOUBLE degree. John 10:10, 
“I am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more abun- 
dantly;” that is, in a wave, overflowing 
the banks. These TWO blessings are 
closely joined but often separated by the 
word AND. This was the Holy Ghost, 
and we have no right to confound them 
as one blessing. The Bible proves that 
even after being saved there is a tendency 
toward evil. Rom. 7:23, “But I see an- 
other law in my members.” First law 
is law of God raised when pardoned; 
second, that law handed down from 
Adam. Experience teaches the same. 
Every converted person has felt the 
symptoms of carnality, evil tempers, man 
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Shebrews 6:1-6

HE November 14 issue of the Evan- 

gel contained a scriptural interpreta- 
tion of Heb. 6:1-6. I wrote that in the 
form of argument and proof, and it can 
be understood only when studied in that 
manner. The article of this issue is a 
different treatment of the same verses. 

Only a few passages possess the rich- 
ness of thought and teaching as these. 
A proper interpretation of this passage, 
or any passage as far as that goes, will 
result in broader vision and _ greater 
meaning of God’s plan of redemption. In 
the former article, if you remember, not 
a single reference to another book was 
necessary for an understanding of He- 
brews 6:1-6 upon which so many people 
have depended to prove their beliefs, on- 
ly to find themselves in a jumbled mass 
of doctrinal confusion. 

The treatment I shall give in the ar- 
ticle of this issue will appear somewhat 
peculiar to the general application of 
the TEXT and its PRETEXT. I hope you 
enjoy it. 

SPIRITUAL GROWTH 

“For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one teach 
you again—and are become such as have 
need of milk, and not of strong meat,” 
Heb. 5:12. 

Did you once know the truth but now 
are in need of being taught again? Had 
you gone on with God you probably 
would have been able to teach others 
about the principles of Christ and the 
joy of salvation. 

Why did you neglect your calling? Do 
you realize that the gifts and callings of 
God are without repentance? (Rom. 
11:29.) Oh yes, God will forgive you 
for not having obeyed, but the call still 
remains and to not go is still to disobey. 
His call is to be considered carefully and 
prayerfully, for the “will of the heavens” 
is not to be resisted.

HUS spake the man of whom it is 

said, ““He never failed God.” Joshua 
was here giving some last minute’ in- 
structions to the children of Israel be- 
fore they were to march into the land 
of Canaan. Behind them was the land 
of Egypt from which they had fled. Be- 
hind them also was the desert of hunger, 
thrist, restlessness and trouble. In front 
of them was Canaan unknown and 
feared. The wandering in the wilderness 
was long and weary. There were many 
difficulties through which they had 
come, but ahead of them was a new 
experience. This crossing into the prom- 
ised land was a more fateful trial than any 
of their past experiences. They were 
passing from the known into the un- 


known. It was as if a whole century, 


had passed during the forty years of 
simple life in the wilderness, when the 
complexities of strange cities and foreign 
peoples came swiftly upon them. The 
most incredible changes come suddenly 
upon us. This is especially true in this 
twentieth century. Each day seems to 
bring some strange thing that we were 
never able to predict or prepare for. 


The New Year’s Day is just another 
day with twenty-four hours. The day 
itself is not significant, for it has been 
changed many times and has not always 
been observed on the same date by all 
the universe. For instance, in the Gre- 
gorian calendar the new year began 
twelve days earlier than it does in our 
Julian calendar; thus New Year’s Day 
is the English 13th day of January. The 
ancient Egyptians, Phoenicians and 
Persians began their year with the 
autumnal equinox (Sept. 21) and the 
Greeks, until the fifth century B. C.. 
at the winter solstice (Dec. 21). The 
ancient Romans celebrated the begin- 
ning of the year on the 21st of Decem- 
ber, but Caesar by the adoption of the 
Julian calendar postponed it until the 
Ist of January. The Jews have always 
reckoned their civil year from the first 
day of the month Tishri (Sept. 6-Oct. 
§), but their ecclesiastical year begins at 
the spring equinox (March 21). There 
have also been other changes in various 
countries until the year 1752, when the 
present date became almost universal. 

This new year in our lives will bring 
us many problems. Never did a new 
year come in a darker and more fear- 
some time than the present. We have 
passed through 1942 with all of its 
problems. There have been many ad- 
versities, but we made it. through. We 
now are acquainted with the old year, 
This new year is a stream we have never 
forded. We shall need proper leadership. 
Our feet may slip into the quicksands.

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or we may be torn by the rocks and 
waves unless our hands are firmly held 
by the Shepherd of our souls. Our well- 
arranged plans will be smashed by un- 
known hands that we never before saw. 
Unknown and unseen forces are at work 
pushing us steadily onto paths sketched 
by someone else. This will be a year of 
new things. It will be a year of revolu- 
tionary changes. Many old ways and old 
things will die and strange, new things 
will take their place. We shall all be 
affected by this way we take. Therefore 
as we ford this stream let us remember 
that He has promised not to allow the 
floods to overflow us. 

Self is an unknown quantity. We shall 
discover that there was much that we 
never knew about ourselves. Self is truly 
a world of mystery. He that controlleth 
himself will prove to be greater than the 
man who can besiege and take a city. 
We have not passed this way heretofore. 
Many times we are so unwilling to know 
ourselves. We see defects in ourselves 
and we hope to camouflage them so that 
others may not see. We see defects in 
others that they fail to see themselves, 
so we are passing over an uncharted 
desert never explored. We shall take our 
first step on January 1. How fitting it 
would be for us to stop and solicit di- 
vine help from Him, who alone sees and 
knows the way. The angel and the de- 
mon will wrestle in each soul for su- 
premacy. Which of these forces shall win 
depends on the moral will and the 
eternal vigilance of the individual. We 
are the captain of our own fate to a 
great extent. 

The world is hard to master. It is a 


great arena with everyone playing his 
part. We are as the shifting sands of the 
great desert. Forces over which we have 
no control blow first this way and that, 
but we can be stedfast in our faith and 
devotion to God, with the assurance in 
our soul that whether the road be 
rough or smooth, whether the journey 
be long or short, in God’s own good time 
we shall reach the summit and gaze with 
eyes never dimmed by tears or saddened 
by disappointment, into the eternal 
beauties and plentitudes of paradise. 
Death is a grim reality. We call it by 
euphonius names and robe it with flow- 
ers, but it ever reminds us, as the skull 
on the scholar’s desk, that we have yet 
to take a long and mysterious journey 
yet unknown to us all. We shall trust 
God and take one step at a time. We 
shall fear Him, for that is the begin- 
ning of wisdom. We shall go forward 
with faith and courage in the cause of 
our Lord. We shall pray that the world 
may be a better place because of our 
lives during 1943. I conclude with a 
beautiful poem by Henry Van Dyke. 


“Let me but live from year to year, 

With forward face and unreluctant soul, 

Not hastening to, nor turning from the 
goal, 

Not mourning for the .things that dis- 
appear 

In the dim past, nor holding back in fear 

From what the future veils; but with a 
whole 

And happy heart that pays its toll 

To youth and age, and travels on with 
cheer. 

So let the way wind up the hill or down, 

Through rough or smooth, the journey 
will be joy; 

Still seeking what I sought when but 
a boy, 

New friendship, high adventure, and a 
crown, 

I shall grow old, but never lose life’s 
zest, 

Because the road’s last turn will be the 
best.”

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Hindrances to a Successful Life of Faith 


I. Unrepented Sin 


Wt were conducting a revival in a 
western cow town in the heart of 
a great Indian. reservation. Many cow- 
boys, roadhouse men, bandits, street 
women, etc., were sprinkled among our 
nightly attendance. One night the owner 
of a notorious roadhouse, who was deep- 
ly under conviction, came to us after 
service and invited us to conduct serv- 
ices the following afternoon in his road- 
house. We accepted. A number of cow- 
boys, the owner and his wife, and the 
bartender, made up the most of our au- 
dience. The cowboys fiddled and we sang 
the old, old songs of Zion, ‘“‘Nearer My 
God to Thee,” ‘“When the Roll is Called 
Up Yonder,” etc. I thought the bartender 
would polish his glass to pieces. Tears 
rolled unashamed down his cheeks and 
he said, “We used to sing them old songs 
back home when I was a boy.” A deep 
serious conviction was upon them all. 
Cowboys can be very serious. Finally a 
young man of about thirty or thirty- 
five, who had ridden in from a cattle 
ranch ninety miles away, rose to his feet 
under deep conviction and said, “You 
know, I went to one of them there— 
what you call it?—revival meetin’s one 
time, yars ago. They had sawdust all 
around, and when thet preacher give 
forth his invitation fer sinners ter come 
to God, why I rose up and went down 
to thet thar—what you call it?—prayer 
bench, ’n dropped on mah knees ’n 
cermmenced ter pray. Well sir, every 
time ah begun t’ git somewhars a big 
yarlin calf what I done stole would come 
up in front o’ me an’ go ter bawlin’. Well 
sir, ah just got me up from thet place 
*n I ain’t never prayed since.” 


There are many good church members 
in exactly the same condition that cow- 
boy was in. They have a stolen yearling 
calf bawling at them and shoving its 
ugly carcass up between them and God, 
and unless they repent, and make the 
thing right, they cannot have faith in 
God. It is far easier, and the results are 
far greater, to pray for a crowd of folks 
for healing who have just heard the 
healing message for the first time, and 
come to Jesus in simple faith, sins and 
all, than to pray for a number of old 
time holiness folk. Why? Don’t the holi- 
ness folk have more faith in God than 
the newcomers? Often yes, and God 


expects more faith from them. And of- . 


ten He tries the faith of the experienced 
Christian. But all too many times, they 
have grown hard in their holiness, lost 
their love, entertained hatreds, gossips, 
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backbiting, and various forms of unbe- 
lief and disobedience, until you can hear 
the calf bellowing before they get with- 
in ten feet of you, and you know before 
you pray that there is no use, and you 
are just making a mockery of God’s 
healing power. One feels like, and I guess 
should say, “Go on and repent of your 
sins and get right with God and then 
come back and God will heal you.” But 
one hates to say that to some of the best 
members in the Church. The psalmist 
said, Psa. 66:18, “If I regard iniquity in 
my heart, the Lord will not hear me.” 
And that means exactly what it says, 
without any trimmings. I CANNOT 
have faith if my unrepented sin comes 
up between me and God every time 





I pray. And if there’s any there, it will 
come up. 


II. Questioning the Will of God 


Here is one of the greatest hindrances 
to successful faith. If we are not abso- 
lutely certain of the will of God, we will 
doubt. And Jesus said, “ . . . and shall 
not doubt in his heart but shall believe 
. . + ” Then he shall have whatsoever 
he desires when he prays. James 1:6, 
says, “But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. For he that wavereth is like 
a wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. For let not that man think 
that he shall receive ANYTHING of 
the Lord.” Questioning the will of God 
will bring doubt and the doubter will 
not receive ANYTHING of the Lord. 

I have seen literally thousands of sick 
people come for prayer in our revivals. 
Whenever Sister Archer sensed in the 
Spirit that there was unbelief in a heart 


she would ask, “Now do you believe 
God is going to heal you?” And so many 
times comes back the answer, “I believe 
He is ABLE.” But believing that He is 
able is not enough. That is a confession 
of doubt. It is the same as saying, “No, 
I do not feel sure that He is going to 
heal me. I know He can but I’m not sure 
He will.” Faith not only believes He is 
able but believes that He will. Anything 
less than that is questioning the will of 
God. Many folk resign themselves to a 
life of sickness by saying they guess it is 
God’s will for them to be sick. Ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred it is God’s 
will for you to be well, if you will just 
meet the conditions of faith, repentance 
and obedience. There are rare cases where 
the individual is left sick for a time in 
the will of God, not because of sin or 
disobedience, but purely as a trying of 
one’s faith, even as the faith of Abra- 
ham was tried in the offering of his 
son. To such I would say, HOLD 
STEADY. Hebrews 10:23, “Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith WITH- 
OUT WAVERING; (for he is faithful 
that promised) .” 

Smith Wigglesworth, that great man 
of faith who circled the globe in great 
faith-healing revivals, told this exper- 
ience. He was a converted miner and he 
had gruff ways. He was called to a 
bedside and immediately he said, “Well, 
what are you doing here in bed? Why 
don’t you be healed and get up?” The 
woman answered with a whining, faith- 
less tone, “Well, Brother Wigglesworth, 
I long ago concluded that it was God’s 
will for me to be sick.” Wigglesworth 
looked about him at the pink pills, and 
white pills, and tall medicine bottles, 
and short ones, and said, “Madam, it 
surely looks to me, then, as if you were 
doing everything in your power to get 
out of the will of God.” 

“But,” many ask, “how may we be 
sure of the will of God?” That is a large 
order to fill, and cannot be answered in 
this study. But perhaps we can take 
space to give you a few helpful thoughts. 

First, the will of God must- always 
conform to the Word of God. You can 
generally find the will of God in your 
particular case expressed in His Word. 
For example, you need not question the 
will of God regarding the salvation of 
your loved ones. The Word clearly states 
that it IS God’s will to save all flesh. 
2 Peter 3:9, “... not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.” John 3:16, “For God 
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Seeing Jesus

Scripture lesson, Acts 9:1-20 


Text, St. John 13:21, the last clause, 
“Sir, we would see Jesus.” 


The words of our text were spoken 
by some Greeks when they asked Philip 
to see Jesus. These Greeks had come to 
worship at the feast and they heard of 
the miracles of Jesus and wanted to 
see Him of whom the Pharisees said, 
“Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? 
behold the world is gone after him.” 

In our lesson today we see how Saul 
came to see Jesus. He was on his way 
to Damascus to bring all that he found 
of this way bound unto Jerusalem. But 
just before he arrived at the city, sud- 
denly there shined round about him a 
light from heaven and he fell to the 
earth. He heard a voice saying unto him, 
“Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me?” 
And he said, “Who art thou, Lord?” 
In the 17th verse Ananias said, 
“The Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way.” Saul must have 
seen Jesus and the result was that he 
was a changed man and a chosen vessel 
unto the Lord. I believe that when any 
one comes in contact with Jesus he is 
a new creature and is willing to do the 
bidding of the Lord, as was Saul when 
he said, “What wilt thou have me to 
do?” 


In the 24th chapter of St. Luke we 
find two of the disciples on their way 
to Emmaus. They were talking of the 
tragedy that had just happened at Jeru- 
salem. Their hearts were despondent. It 
seemed to them that all the hope they 
had was now gone. No doubt they 
thought they just as well give up for 
they thought that Jesus was the one to 
restore the kingdom to Israel and now He 
had been crucified. But just as they were 
so depressed and downhearted, Jesus came 
along and began to talk with them as 
they walked. As they drew near the city 
Jesus made as though He would go 
farther “but they constrained him, say- 
ing, Abide with us: for it is toward 
evening, and the day is far spent. 
And he went in to tarry with them. 
And it came to pass, as he sat at meat 
with them, he took bread, and blessed 
it, and brake, and gave to them. And 
their eyes were opened, and they knew 
him; and he vanished out of their sight. 
And they said one to another, Did not 
our hearts burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while 
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he opened to us the scriptures?” These 
two saw Jesus when they were despond- 
ent,. and as He talked their hearts 
burned within them. Thank God for 
Jesus who when He sees we have gone 
as far as we can will come and walk and 
talk with us. Then we begin to feel 
something burning in our souls and, 
as the two, we will want-to go and tell 
others. 


In Gen. 18:1 we see that the Lord 
appeared unto Abraham as he was on 


the plains of Mamre, as he sat in his 


tent door in the heart of the day. Notice 
it was in the heat of the day that the 
Lord came to Abraham; also, he was in 
the plains. 


Daniel Tested 

In the 6th chapter of Daniel we find 
that Daniel was true to his Lord. A 
decree was signed that no one was to 
pray to any other God except the king, 
for the space of thirty days. Daniel 
knew the decree was signed but he had 
purposed in his heart to serve God, so 
he continued to pray three times a day. 
He was called before the king and the 
king commanded to cast Daniel into the 
den of lions. But Daniel must have lived 
the life that pleased the Lord for the 
king said to Daniel, “Thy God whom 
thou servest will deliver thee.” Daniel 
was cast into the lions’ den but the king 
walked the palace floor through the 
night and early in the morning he went 
to the lions’ den and called unto Daniel, 
“O Daniel, is thy God whom thou serv- 
est able to deliver thee?” From the deep 
of the den came a voice, clear and with 
a shout of triumph and victory, “O 
king, live forever. My God whom I serve 
hath sent his angel and hath shut the 
mouth of the lions.” Thank God, when 
we are in the wildest place the Lord is 


there. 

In the third chapter of Daniel we 
find that three Hebrew boys would not 
bow down and worship the image. By 
this act they faced the furnace of fire, 
nevertheless they were true to the Lord 


‘and said to the king, “We are not care- 


ful to answer thee concerning this mat- 
ter. Our God whom we serve will de- 
liver us, and if not we will not fall down 
and worship the image.” The king had 
them bound and cast into the fire. After 
a while he came and looked into the furn- 
ace and said, “Did not we cast three 
bound into the fire?” They said, ‘True, 


O king.” He said, “I see four loose, 
walking in the midst of the fire, and the 
form of the fourth is like unto the Son 
of God.” The king saw Jesus and called 
to the three to come forth. The three 
did come forth and as they came there 
was not even the smell of fire upon 
them. The king then changed the de- 
cree and not just because the three stood 
true, altogether, but because he saw 
Jesus. 

Dear friends, in this evil age, if we 
are to convince the worldly-minded 
people, pleasure-mad as they are, and 
worshipping everything except the true 
God, we are going to have to have Jesus 
with us in the fiery trials. That is what 
changed the king and that is what will 
change people today. 

Jesus Transfigured 

In the 17th chapter of Matthew 
we find that Jesus took Peter, James, 
and John upon a high mountain and 
there He was transfigured before them. 
Moses and Elias appeared and talked to 
them. Peter said, “It is good to be here,” 
and he wanted to build three taber- 
nacles and stay there, just like many of 
us are. We like the mountain-top exper- 
ience. While Jesus was speaking a cloud 
overshadowed them and a voice from 
the cloud said, ““This is my beloved Son; 
hear ye him.” Peter, James, and John 
fell to the ground and when they arose 
they saw no man save Jesus only. The 
mountain-top experience will cause us 
to see no one but Jesus. That is, we will 
not want to see the faults of our broth- 
ers and sisters. Notice, it was the glory 
of God that made the three disciples see 
Jesus only, and it will be the power of 
God that will make us love every one. 

Stephen Tested 

In the seventh chapter of Acts we see 
Stephen, a man that dared to stand for 
the right, brought into council. There 
the rulers decermined to stone him for 
preaching the truth, and they did stone 
him. But while the stones were being 
cast upon him, he looked up to heaven 
and heaven opened and he saw Jesus 
standing at the right hand of God. At 
the last he said, “Father, lay not this sin 
to their charge.” What a forgiving spirit! 
While stones were being cast he asked 
the Lord to forgive them. 

Brother, when we see Jesus it will 
make us forgive, and when we forgive 
our face will shine with the glory of God 
as did Stephen’s. The world needs a 
manifestation of the power of God. 
When they see it they will say, “Sir, we 
would see Jesus.” 

We may never have seen Jesus as did 
Stephen but there is a day coming when 
we will see Him, and: when we see Him 
all things will be made clear, all hard- 
ships will be past; no more lions’ dens;

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The Lord Is Greatly Blessing 
in New York State 


When we came to New York state for 
our work this year, we found one mis- 
sion in the state. Since then a lot has 
happened. 

There was one Church of God min- 
ister working in the state when we 
came, now there are seventeen ministers 
working in this state. Four other min- 
isters (Independent Pentecost) are 
working full time, but as yet have 
not cast their lot with us. This makes 
a total of twenty-one ministers working 
full time in the state of New York to 
put the program of God and the Church 
over the top. Praise the Lord. 

At present there are six churches in 
the state (not including colored 
Churches of God). Two organized (one 
has eighteen members and the other six- 
teen) churches and four missions. One 
of the missions will be organized (Lord 
willing) this month. Weare expecting 
that mission to be organized with at least 
twelve members. We are careful not to 
organize a work unless it is well able to 
carry on as a well organized church. 

There wasn’t a Y.P.E., Sunday School 
or L.W.W.B. in the state. Now we have 
five Y.P.E.’s, five Sunday Schools and 
two L.W.W.B.’s. They have more than 
kept their quotas, such as orphanage of- 
ferings, mission offerings, Octagon cou- 
pons, etc. 

At our organized church at Johns- 
town we are worshiping in a beautiful 
church building located right in the nice 
part of town. Services of our mission 
at Utica, New York (the cotton mill 
city of New York), are held in a beau- 
tiful church building also in a nice sec- 
tion of the city. The church building 
was formerly a Catholic church. It seats 
approximately four hundred people. 

At Syracuse, New York, we took in a 
whole church, formerly known as the 
Original Church of God. With the 
church membership we took in the state 
overseer of New York for the Original 
Church of God. He also was one of the 
Elder Bishops in that church (Elder 
Bishop in that church holds somewhat 
the same office as one of our twelve 
councillors). With him came also seven 
of the evangelists and one exhorter. The 
wife of this brother (Norman L. Chase) 
is, I understand, a cousin to Brother Earl 
P. Paulk. 

At Amsterdam, N. Y., we took over 
the Amsterdam City Rescue Mission. 
The pastor and his wife, both Pente- 
costal ministers, came in with us. This 
mission has the sole authority to solicit 
funds for the poor and needy in this city 
of about 40,000 people. This power was 
given them by the mayor of the city. 
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Roland Verrico 


I believe with this influence the Church 
of God will prosper in this city. They 
also were given the name by the mayor, 
that they were the best mission workers 
that Amsterdam has ever had. They have 
the full cooperation of this city to put 
their work over. Now, just think! this 
work is the Church of Ged’s own mis- 
sion. Praise the Lord! 

We had a state ministers’ meeting 
November 24. It turned out to be one 
of the best that I have ever attended. 
There were seventeen ministers present 
from over the state. Beside these there 
were other visitors with us. We have a 
large program which was voted on and 
passed at that meeting. I believe with all 
my heart that we are going to be able 
to put it over in the name of Jesus. If 
we do, then the other states better be 
on the alert, for we will take all prizes 
and banners. 

All Church of God people everywhere, 
pray for the state of New York, for it is 
about time for it to rise and shine for 
God and His Church.—Roland Verrico, 
Overseer of New York.

so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that WHOSOEVER be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” It is God’s will 
to save your loved one. There can be no 
doubt on that score. 

We read again and again that when 
they brought the sick to Jesus, He healed 
them all. Clear and positive are the 
promises of God to heal those of His 
children who are sick. Ninety-nine times

out of a hundred, as we have already 
stated, it IS God’s will to heal you. Ap- 
ply the scriptures to other problems re- 
garding the will of God. 

Muller, that great man of faith of 
England, who ran huge orphanages on 
pure faith, said that he once prayed three 
weeks to find the will of God, and then 
prayed one hour in petitioning God for 
the thing he desired. Once having found 
the sure will of God, one may pray with 
absolute faith. 

This is Muller’s formula for finding 
the will of God. Paul, Peter and others 
in the book of Acts were often guided 
by visions, dreams, angel visitations, di- 
rect voice, and prophecy. We can ex- 
pect the same today, if we walk with 
God as they walked with God. Here is 
Muller’s formula: 

1. Be sure we have no will, desire, or 
ambition of our own. 

2. Do not leave the result alone to 
feeling, or impression, or you are open 
to delusion. 

3. Seek the will of the Spirit through, 
and in connection with, the Word. They 
must agree. 

4. Take into account providential 
circumstances. 

5. Ask God in prayer, to reveal His 
will aright. 

6. Thus, through prayer, study of the 
Word, and reflection, I arrive at a de- 
liberate decision. If the mind and heart 
remain at peace, after several petitions, 
then ‘proceed after this decision. 


Remember the left hand emergency 
brake on the old model T Fords? When 
you yanked back on that thing you not 
only brought old lizzy to a sudden halt, 
but you threw the forward progress out 
of contact with the motor. It acted 





both as brake and threw the car out 
of gear. And when we pray, “Lord, if it 
be thy will—,” we not only stop the 
forward progress of our prayers, but 
we throw ourselves out of contact with 
the powerhouse, God. For, a wavering 
heart shall receive nothing of the Lord. 
First, know the will “of God, then stand 
like the Rock of Gibraltar, unwavering 
and unshakeable till the answer comes.

complished by Jewish efforts and re- 
sources alone. Our duty is to make clear 
to the United Nations, and, above all, 
to public opinion and the administration 
of the United States, that these homeless, 
uprooted Jews cannot, after the war, be 
sent back to their countries of origin 
where they will have no possibility of 
existence, or dispersed to other countries 
to create new Jewish problems, but that 
they have to be transferred in a carefully 
planned and organized way to Palestine. 
This would immediately establish a Jew- 
ish majority in Palestine in a brief time 
and lay the foundations for a self-gov- 
erning Jewish Commonwealth there.—
